Dear Mr. Robinsons; 


The Central Presbyterian Church of Petersburg, 
Illinois was founded by and with Dr. John Allen as 
charter Elder. Dr. Allen was formerly a citizen of 
New Salem community, now a State Park sité two miles 
south of Petersburg. New Salem was the community in 
which Abraham Lincoln lived for six years, formed 
many of his habits and established many of his ideas 
and ideals and from which he took his departure to 
Springfield, the legislature and ultimately the Presi- 
dency of the United States of America. 

It is generally conceded by historians that Dr. 
Allen, the resident physician of the New Salem communkty 
was the spiritual mentor of Abraham Lincoln. sSubse- 
quent to the removal of the village to what is now 
Petersburg, Dr. Allen continued to be a vital religious 
force. The aboved named church, of which he is founder, 
is now ninety eight years old. As a laymen he stands 
as a notable example of what a layman can do if he be 
of a mind to. 

In a manuscript entitled "A Presbyterian Lay- 
man's Contribution" I have set forth these facts in 
some detail, showing how extensive and important his 
influence was in his community and to his nation through 
its emancipation President. The manuscript is about 
1900 words long. 

If you wouldbe interested in examining this paper 
with reference to the pages of THE PRESBYTERIAN, I would 
be glad to submit it to you. With it I am able tofur- 
nish newspaper mats of Dr. Allen anddof the Central 
Presbyterian Church edifice.
